Miss ANNA DICKINSON.—This lady 
appears before a Raleigh audience to- 
night, and we bespeak a full attend- 
ance and such a respectful hearing 
as the people of our city will be ex- 
peeted togive. 

There has been a vast deal of mis- 
apprehension about this lady,‘ and 
because she has appeared upon the 
rostrum as a lecturer, we have 
straightway assigved her to that 
pestilent class, the woman’s righter, 
against which every womanly in- 
stinct revolts and before which the 
chivalric deference of manhcod is 
thrown aside. , 

On the contrary she is an earnest 
jutellectual woman, addressing her-— 
self with ardor to the subjects of the 
hour, working for the elevation of 
her race; again, as on her present 


tour dealing with ‘subjects replete 


with’ historical interest and full of 
poetic associations. 

We have pictured Miss Dickinson 
as a woman passed the middle age, 
tall, scrawny and gawky, hair defiant 
of fashion, hanging in tangled knots 
over a pair of fierce sparkling eyes, 
manner coarse, masculine and ag- 
gressive, and altogether such a one 
as Would cause her a nostile recep- 
tion. 

On the contrary she is described as 
a person of ‘extraordinary 
personal beauty, made up as it is of 
fine features, a skin with the clear 
creamy, and ruddy tints of-the tea 
rose, black curling hair, dazzling 


| teeth, and eyes like nothing so much 


as the agua-marine jewel, at once 
soft and brilliant tothe last degree. 
She arrays this beauty after a style 
of quaint picturesqueness, never af- 
fronting fashion, nor yet subservient 
to it. 

Now this isan attractive picture, 
and when to this is added a dramatic 
power which is compared to that of 
Ristori, we have reason to expect that 
her lecture will be densely attended.

FLAG PRESENTATION.— Yesterday 
there was a general turnout of our 
citizens to witness the presentation 
of a flag to the Raleigh Ligkt In- 
fantry. The flag is the gift of the 
citizens, and has been already des- 
cribed. 

The company turned out in good 
force under the command of Captain 
Basil Manly, and after marching 
through some of the principal streets, 
entered the capitol square and form- 
ed in front of tire East Portico, 
where the presentation was made in 
a very handsome speech by the Hon. 


‘Fhomas C. Fuller. 


Mr. Fuller was cailed upon unex- 
pectedly to supply the place of Major 
Gales who had been selected to make 
the presentation, but was compelled 
ata late hourto decline. We theres 
fore give no report of the speech, and 
will only add that though brief, it 
was eminently graceful and appro- 
priate, and carried with it the full 
sympathies of the listeners. 

Captain Manly replied in eloquent 
terms. His war record leaves no 
doubt of the strength of his assertion 
that under his keeping, the flag so 
generously given to his company as 
a mark of pride and confidence of his 
fellow citizens, would pnever suffer 
disgrace. 

Ensign Weikel then received the 
flag, which was unfurled and saluted 
with three rousing cheers by the 
company. A salute was fired and 
the Company resumed its march 
through the principal streets, follow- 
ed by the time-honored crowd of lit- 
tle boys and darkies. 

It is just to the Light Infantry to 
say that for its brief existence it is 
very well drilled. [ts movements 
are easy and accurate and its manceu- 
vres executed with confidence and 
precision. It need have no fears for 
its laurels in any competitive exhibi- 
tion. 

TAXES ON CIRCUS AND OTILER 
CoMPANIES.— We see the following 
paragraph floating through the pa- 
pers of the country, originating, we 
believe, with some of the New York 

apers 

“North Carolina imposes a tax of 
$1,050 per day upon circuses and me 
nageries. It is likely the circuses 
will not trouble them.” 

Tothe contrary, the following is 


the law. We copy from Schedule B, 


Sections 4 and 5, of the Revenue Acts 


as adopted by the late session of 


General Assembly: 


SECTION 4. On every exhibition of 


a circus or menagerie for each day or 


/ part of day, fifty dollars and five per 


cent. on their gross receipts, and for 
each side show or concert, accompa- 
nyinpg a circusor menagerie for which 
extra charge is made, ten dollars and 
five per cent. on their gross receipts. 
A return of their receipts shall be 


made tothe sheriff upon the oath of 


the manager of such exiibitions as 
are herein referred to. 

Sec. 5. On all itinerant companies 
or persous who exhibit for amuse- 
ment of the public, otherwise than is 
mentioned in the four preceding sec- 
tions, ten dollars for each exhibition 
orperformanee. Flying trapeze with 
ropes or machinery shall pay a tax of 
ten doltars per day, whether they 
charge for exhibition or not. Exhi- 
bitions given for the promotion of 
religious, educational or charitable 
objects shall be exempt from taxa- 
tion.

| Sohn Quincy Adams—Some Scraps 


from his Memorrs. 


Among the many items of inter- 
est to the citizens of the District, con- 
tained in the ‘‘Memoirs of John 
Quincy Adams,’”’ now in course of 
publication, is the following in ref- 
erence to the death of Commodore 
Decatur : 

‘‘March 22, 1820.— Before I left my 
house this morning to go to my office 
W.8. Smith came inand told me 
that Commodore Decatur had just 
been brought in from Blandensburg 
mortally wcunded in a duel with 
Commodore James Barron, who was 
also wounded, but not dangerously. 
I went immediately to atur’s 
house. On the way met Captains Mc- 
Donough and Ballard, who were 


coming from it, and whose inform- 


ation was discouraging but not. dec- 
isive. Atthe house I saw Generals 
Brown and Harper Colonel Bom ford 
and E. Wyer. Brown and Harper 
were flattered by some uncertainties 
of Dr. Lovell, the surgeon general, 
who, Isuppose, thinks it humane to 
keep Mrs. Decatur and her father, 
who is with her, in suspense as long 
as po:sible. Wyer, who had seen Dec- 
atur, told me that he could not sur- 
vive. the day. He died between 9 and 
10 o’clock this evening. The nation 
has lost in him one of its heroes, one 


who has illnstrated ‘its histoey. and: 
rar-| THURSDAY EVENING, APRIL 8th. 


given grace and dignity to its char- 
acter in the eyes of the world. 
was warm-hearted, cheerful, uftiassu- 
ming, gentle in deportment, friendly 


and hospitable, beloved in his social 


life; with a soul all devoted to his 
country, and a sense of honor too 
disdainful of life, since it could not 


attain that highest summit of mag- 


nanimity which deliberately refuses 
the guilt and exposure of private 
war. He has fallen ina duel, and 
his dying breath was a sight of com- 
punction that it was not in hls coun- 
try’s cause. The sensation in the 
city and nejghborhood produced by 
this catastrophe was unusually great. 
But the lamentations at the practice 
of dueling were, and will be, fruit- 
less, as they always are.”’ 

On the 24th of March there is an 
account of a solemnity at the Roman 
Catholie chureh for the murdered 
Duke de Berri,(father of the present 
Bourbon claimat to the throne of 
France,) to which Mr. Adams went 
by invitation of the French Minister. 
This lasted three hours. Mr. Adams 
goes on and says: 

‘“‘After the service was over I went 
to my Office, and attended the funeral 
of Decatur. There were said to 
ten thousand persons assembled. An 
order of procession had been announ 
ved in the newspapers and I was invir 
ted at the house. The people walk- 
ed to Kalorama, where the body was 
deposited in the family vault of the 
Barlows. A very short prayer was 
made atthe vault by Dr. unter, 
and a volley of musketry from 
a detachment of the Marine Corps 
closed the ceremony over the earthly 
remaims of aspiritas-*kindly, as geie 
erous andas dauntless as breathed in 
this nation oronthis earth. I walk- 
ed with Mr. Crawford. John Ran- 
doiph was there; first walking, then 
backing his horse, then calling for 
nis pheton, and lastly crowding up 
to the vault as the ‘effin was rem- 
oved into it from the hearse—tricksy 
humors to make himself conspicuous. 
Yesterday he made a motion that the 
House adjourn over this day to at- 
tend Decatur’s funeral, and that the 
members shou'd wear crape in honor 
of his memory. John W. Tayior 
opposed the molion,professing great 
respect for Deeatur’s character, but 
disapproving the manner of his 
death. The House rejected Ran- 
dolph’s motion, and one which heim 


mediately afterwards mide’ to ad- 


journ. This day he repeated the 
motion to adjourn to attend the fu- 
neral, which -was again rejected. 
This feeble and negative censure 
upon the practice of dueling is all 
that ean be obtaind from Congress.’’
